This they have 
done with marked success, tiie theater- 
going public rallying to their support 
But the medium-priced theaters are 
controlled by a minor syndicate, of 
which Stair and Havlin are the head. 
An alliance has beca formed between 
Klaw and Hrlanger and Stair and Hav- 
lin, which provides that the big syndi- 
cate shall book all the attractions for 
the HtUe syndicate's high-priced thea- 
ters, and tie HttJe syndicate shall book 
all the attractions for Kiaw and Er- 
langer's medium-priced bouses.

From all of these peo- 
ple the trust extorts tribute and grows 
fatter and more Insolent as its sov- 
ereignty and influence increases.

Strauss and His Music. 


In the world of music, nowadajs, we 


hear of nothing, talk of nothing, think 
of nothing but Strauss and his music. 
To most people the word Strauss is a 
synonym 
for

Waltzes": to a musician it means 
Richard Strauss, oora in Munich forty 
years ago, and of no relation, whatever 
to the Various "waltz-king" Stirausses 
If he has no blood relation, with the 
former he certainly bears no musical 
relation, for his music is head and 
shoulders above theirs and, indeed, 
above most 
composers, ancient 
or 


modern. In appearance Strauss is tall, 
slight in build and very erect in car- 
riage; his head is finely shaped and 
his facial expression 
is alert and 


clever, and yet pobsesses a sort of 
quiet dignity. His appearance is ex- 
tremely musical, but that of the con- 
servative intellectual musician, rather 
than that of the "Bohemian." 


Mme. Strauss, who accompanies him 


on his tour to sing his songs, is a wo- 
man of plain appearance, but is ab- 
solutely fascinating by reason of her 
graceful manner and gracious pres- 
ence. 
Her voice is small, of rather 


clear quality: her interpretation are 
marvellously expressive and sympa- 
thetic in the sustained passages and 
dainty and delicate in lighter songs. 
The afternoon of song which I was 
privileged to attend was an exhibition 
of the wonderful sympathy existing be- 
tween Strauss and his -wife, of his 
powers as an accoxnpaniest and pian- 
ist (where, indeed, he easily ranks 
first), and of her artistic ability.
